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6. The safe water and milk supplies played an important part in 
maintaining a health standard. 

7. Under sanitary engineering work, mosquito control operations 
are outstanding. The almost complete absence of the mosquito as a 
pest, as well as a carrier of malaria, helps to make this reservation a 
desirable dwelling place and a suitable place for United- States 
Veterans' hospitals. 

8. Garbage disposal at an annual profit of $902 for a community 
of 1,382 population.
